PREDICTS BANNER SEASON FOR DISTRICT 


(Whittier News.) 


" O n e of the most successful 
sea­ 
sons, financial and otherwise, in the 
history of the industry is in store for 
the "Whittier district," says 
Wallace 
Gregg, secretary of the Whittier Wal­ 
nut 
Growers' 
Association, in: regard 
to prospects for the coming 
walnut 
season. 


According to Mr. Gregg, this year's 
walnut crop will closely rival that ..of, 
last year in point of quality, 
prices 
will be about the same and the market 
will be good. 
'Fhg chief features of 
the reasons why this season is expected 
to lead its predecessor lies in the quan­ 
tity and the improved selling methods 
of the central body, or California Wal­ 
nut 
Growers' 
Association, of which 
the local organization is one of the 
main members. 
It is the opinion of 
the local secretary that the Whittier 
association's output this year will be 
greatly in excess of that last year and 
hence the returns will be larger. 


His 
estimates 
place the crop 
this 
season at about 1200 tons or nearly 
320 
carloads. 
Last 
year 
the crop 
totaled 
about 
ninety 
tons and total 
returns to the growers was close to 
quarter-million dollar mark. • 


'"'While some yiortions of the state's 
walnut section show a slight decrease, 
other parts show a g a i n , " says Mr. 
Gregg. 
"Particularly is this the case 
in this district. 
The nuts this 
year 
will not total up to the high grade of 
last year, meaning by this that the 
percentage of number 
ones of 
first 
grades will be lower. 
Last year about 
0 per cent of our crop was number 
twos. 
This year it will be more, as 
the thick setting of nuts prevents a 
large number of big-sized ones. 
How­ 
ever, herein 
lies one reason for our 
estimates in regard to quantity. 


" T h e 
warm weather 
this and last 
week will not affect the walnuts rel­ 
ative to blight, but will cause a slight 
sunburn and the number of " a m b e r s " 
or brown meats will be^increased as 
will the culls. The nuts are too far 
advanced to make possible blight as 
an aftermath of the heat.

replied that the price will be determin­ 
ed early this month and would probably 
range between sixteen 
and fourteen 
cents per pound. 
Last year the first 
grade nuts brought sixteen and one- 
half cents. He is of the opinion that 
the local growers will get early settle­ 
ments, as was the case last fall, on 
account of there being a strong demand 
a clean market and the improved sell­ 
ing method. 
Last fall the growers re­ 
ceived 
their

December. 
The central body in 1014 
made its change from selling by brok­ 
ers to direct selling. 
This first year 
of the new method proved very success­ 
ful and this season is expected to result 
in quicker and more surer orders and 
afford a greater margin of profit.

shells. On the cartons are diamond- 
shaped

nuts. One million of these cartons will 
be shipped this,year by the association. 
Another change is the handling of Jum­ 
bos, or large nuts, which will not be 
shipped separately this season because 
it is believed the buyers do not feel 
keen about them, judging from the 19.14 
demand. 


The smaller amount of foreign nuts 
this fall than last year is expected to 
help boost prices.

local association is now com-' 
posed of about 2500 acres, new member­ 
ships having come in throughout the 
year. A short time previous to setting 
the price the limit on memberships is 
placed.

ited States and ships carrying muni­ 
tions from this country to the allies 
have been glad to bring back lemons as 
ballast and at a much reduced freight 
rate. This has resulted in the flooding 
of eastern markets with foreign lem­ 
ons. 


Riverside

sold as low as 45 cents a box in New 
York, and they were good lemons, too. 
It is said to cost $1.90 a box to produce 
lemons in this state.

It is well adapted 
to its subterranean life, the shape of 
its body being cylindrical, gradually ta­ 
pering to a point a t the extremity of 
its nose. Ground moles visit only those 
localities where the earth Is infested 
with Insect life. 
Where they are nu­ 
merous t h e ground is interlaced with 
"runs" or passageways that lead from 
one feeding ground to another. 
These 
little animals deserve protection be­ 
cause they prey upon all kinds of un­ 
derground Insects, among which are the 
larvae of some of the most Injurious 
Insects which pass their pupa or chrys­ 
alis stage beneath the earth.—Country 
Life In America.

Drew, head of tho 
county speed department, Chief 
Dep­ 
uty 
District 
Attorney 
Cryer, 
County 
Counsel Hill, Police Sergeant 
(Irogan, 
in charge of tb.o police traffic bureau, 
Deputy Sheriff Manning, 
representing 
Sheriff Cline, and a number of others. 


All present 
were culled 
upon for 
their views on the subject of automo­ 
bile speeding, its causes and preven­ 
tions, and the matter of automobile 
accidents. All agreed that of late auto­ 
mobile accidents had shown an alarm­ 
ing increase and the majority 
agreed 
with Captuiu Drew thut the cause of 
the majority of accidents was speeding 
on tho part of irresponsible 
drivers, 
who were either ignorant or did not 
cure to heed tho traffic laws. 


Also 
Sergeant , Grogau 
expressed

"Nine-tenths of the accidents are

The proportion out of the total sup­ 
ply which was shipped from California 
increased from 26.7 per cent in 1900-04 
to 48.5 per cent in 1914-15.

are let down and foreign'fruit invited 
to come into competition-with the Am­ 
erican product a. condition arsies that is 
extremely difficult to combat. 


Shipments 
are* still 
going 
forward 
from California at the rate of 70 cars 
a day, despite tho depressing condi­ 
tions in the east. 
An " eat-a-lemon-a- 
d a y " campaign has been inaugurated 
to help out the situation, but adequate 
tariff protection for the American pro­ 
duct would help more. 


It would seem to be all important 
under the circumstances to see to it 
that some one represent this great cit­ 
rus district in congress next timo who 
will work for an adequate tariff on our 
citrus fruits, and whose party is not 
committed to tho policy of tariff for 
revenue only.

OUR VANISHED MERCHANT MARINE. 


The last Pacific Mail steamer on this coast has hauled down the American 
flag. 
Japan made the purchase of the greater portion of the ships of this old 
line, and Japan is now carrying the United States mall between the American 
coast and the countries of the Orient. 


Merchant ships are operated largely by sweated labor. Pay is low; 
working conditions are onerous. It ought to be different. We sympathize with 
the native-born sailor who writes: 
"Why are there so few American sailors? 
Why should I be ashamed of my calling? Why should I be surrounded by the 
scum of the earth?" But sweated labor gives a low operating cost, and this 
appears to b'e one of the exceptional cases in which a higher wage scale is not 
compensated by greater efficiency. 


All the testimony we have seen points to the conclusion that a ship 
owner whose wages and living conditions came up to the theoretical American 
standard—only theoretical, for a great deal of American labor in other fields 
by no means gets that standard—would be seriously handicapped in competing 
with rivals who got their labor cheaper. The La Follette Act proposes to sur­ 
mount this obstacle to better conditions on American ships by compelling vir­ 
tually all foreign ships to come up to our standard. 


Obviously that would be a fine thing to do; but can It possibly be done? 
In view of the very small fraction of world's shipping under the American flag, 
can we fix the conditions for the world's shipping? It looks exceedingly doubt­ 
ful. In view of many instances of our inability to secure tolerable conditions 
In cases that are wholly within our own jurisdiction, going over to England, 
France, Germany and Holland and telling them how they shall treat their labor 
In the merchant service seems to us a very dubious undertaking. 


It is not that we enjoy low wages and poor working conditions for sailors, 
but that we question the efficacy of the proposed remedy. 


MORE WHEAT THAN EVER BEFORE. 


The Literary Digest, In Its compilation of facts pn the American crop 
of gralnstuffs, shows that America never before raised such an enormous total. 
And the Saturday Evening Post of this week says: 


How little war Interfered with agriculture Is Indicated by the London 
estimate that Europe, this year, Is harvesting two hundred million bushels more 
wheat than last year—while production in North America and other Important 
wheat regions Increased three hundred million bushels. So, even with Russia's 
surplus bottled up behind the Dardanelles, there should be an abundance of the 
staff of life. Moreover, wheat is now controlled to an extent that would have 
made any of Chicago's famous adventurers in that line gasp with amazement. 
In Germany, of course, government control is absolute. 


The other day there was a spasm in the pit on cancellation of engage­ 
ments of American wheat for export, because the Italian government had inti­ 
mated that expectations of speculative profits on wheat exported to that country 
were going to be disappointed. In France and England the market is in the 
shadow of the government's band. As the business of war is more and more 
systematized, and as the principle of government control colnddentally extends, 
it would not be surprising if this year should see a little combination in re-' 
stralnt of trade among the allied governments for the purpose of holding a 
brake on the price of various Imports. 


In the same line the Allies have decided that cotton is contrabrand, and 
there is already an extensive demand that, the British government shall buy up 
a large part of our exportable surplus of that commodity—thereby most effect­ 
ually preventing Germany from getting any of the crop. 


COLLEGE PAPERS TURN TO THE RIGHT. 


The liquor interests, bent on making customers early, displayed what they 
might have termed good business judgment In obtaining access to, the columns of 
college papers. The insertion of liquor advertisements In these publications 
was recognized by the promotors of the traffic as a most profitable venture. 
Some may have wondered why the faculties or governing boards of the higher 
educational institutions failed to see the impropriety and danger in the admis­ 
sion of such ."business" to college papers, but when it is understood that censor­ 
ship Is a thing obnoxious to the student body, and that it is very certain to be 
objected to even whon backed by the very best Intentions, it will, perhaps, be 
understood why the powers in the higher educational activities of the United 
States allowed the matter to take its course. 


It Is pleasant to learn that it has run its course. Representatives of 
thirty-nine college papers In the United States and Canada, affiliated In the 
Associated College Newspaper Publishers, met in New York city a few days 
ago and voted unanimously to bar liquor advertisements from their publications. 
They had already placed a^ban on proprietary advertising, and at the meeting 
referred.to they reaffirmed their attitude in this respect.

MONEY (MADE AND LOST IN CHICKENS. 
Those who are now and then disposed to belittle the chicken-raising 
business 'on the ground that it does not call for the best that is in the ordinary 
man, may be interested in learning that, on the allegation of insolvency involv­ 
ing obligations amounting to $75,000, a receivership is asked for a chicken farni 
in New Jersey 
The company concerned is said to have on hand 25,000 chickens 


and only $125 with which to buy feed for them. The main point is that a 
chicken business need not be contemptible in size. No contemptibly small 
business, we take it, could owe $75,000. Moreover, the assets of this particular 
chicken farm are placed by its owners at $147,000.

HOW POMONA MADE SUCCESS 


OF ITS PARK SYSTEM 


. CAN WE THINK IN BILLIONS? 


In this peaceful country, where we are engaged more in planning ?6r 
walnut-picking and orchard cultivating than in worrying about the war, it is 
hard tb find time to think in billions, or to grasp the meaning of European 
money stringencies. The human mind is mercifully unable to cope with the 
appalling figures. The cost Is so great that it arouses mere curiosity rather than 
horror. 


Direct cost of tho first year of the war exceeded fifteen billion dollars. 
A second year will quite certainly cost more. Reading of such enormous figures, 
wo commonly ^hlnk of war as making great inroads on the accumulated wealth 
of the past and levying prodigally on wealth to be created in the future; but, 
broadly speaking, war doos neither. 


More, than a year of war has destroyed comparatively little wealth that 
existed-prior to August, 1914. 
Louvian and Rheims have been mostly ruined; 
some ships have been sunk; some villages burned. But this destruction of real 
property, considering that the burden is spread over nearly all Europe, is per­ 
haps not a greater loss than the San Francisco fire was to the United States. 


Whatever else war consumes 1B produced during the course of the war. 
All the food, clothing, ammunition, and BO on, that the armies are now using 
was produced in the last year and a half. Almost everything the armies use in 
the second year of war will have been produced since hostilities began. 


Nor, literally speaking, can war live on the future. A government may 
borrow money on thirty-year bonds, but it cannot feed an army on next year's 
wheat or clothe it on next year's output of the factories. Whatever an extended 
war consumes must be produced while the war goes on. 


The big loss, of course, is in human life and in the diversion of capital and 
labor, for the time being, from productive ends.

(Pomona 
then w a s a town of 1200 or 1500? peo­ 
ple) 
making 
certain 
improvements. 
The 
opposition to the acceptance of 
this property w a s almost strong enough 
to 
prevent the consummation of tho 
deal, but at the final election the land 
was accepted. It was many years be­ 
fore any improvements were made. To­ 
day it is one of tho most beautiful spots 
in California. 
Other acres havo been 
added to it and a more far-seeing'gen­ 
eration has taken hold of its (improve­ 
ment and is providing ample 
means 
for its upkeep. This beauty spot 
ap­ 
preciated not only by the residents of 
the 
town but b y automobile parties 
with luncheon baskets, who make it a 
gathering place because of tho shady 
banks along its stream and tho wonder­ 
ful view from the hilltop. 


Thcro are many towns in this state 
which might well follow the example 
of Pomona and securo while lands are 
cheap a site which m a y be developed 
into a restful beauty spot. It would 
bo a good investment and add dollars 
to the value of property in the neigh­ 
borhood.

Bate*, But Is Over-Ruled hy Super­ 
visors—Attempt Being Made to Econ­ 
omize in Portions of County Upkeep. 


PLANNING BETTER METHODS 


OF LOCAL FRUIT-SELLING 


Of interest to all Covina valley tax­ 
payers is the fixing of the county tax- 
levy, Hvhich will be 94 cents this year. 
This includes all levies 'for taxes out- 
Hide of incorporated cities, but excludes 
the special assessment of 40 cents for 
the road districts, and tv.o cents for the 
county free libraries.

Complying 
with 
the ruling

attorney-general 
that

specifying that county and school tax 
levies must be made on the first Monday 
in September, the board of supervisors 
Monday approved the several items of 
the levy reported by County Auditor 
Lewis.

would insure ready access to the best 
the market affords by Angelenos. 


He made the suggestion after reading 
in the Examiner a letter, in which Mrs. 
Frank 
Garrett, a prominent club wo­ 


man, 
declared that although Los An­ 
geles is in the heart of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, 
which 
is one of the 
world's 
greatest producers of fruits, only the 
inferior grades are usually 
obtainable 
in the citys markets. Said Mr. Grossly: 
" I t would certainly bo a fine thing 
if Los Angeles had such a market. 


' ' W i t h such large quantities of fine 
fruits, all kinds of which are produced 
so near Los Angeles, no plan could be 
carried 
out to display 
them to 
such 
good advantage as a public retail mar­ 
ket, where everybody could go to buy 
both fruits and produce. . 


" T h e r e 
is no question but that it 
would bo the means through which the 
people of Los Angeles could secure the 
highest grades of all kinds of 
fruits 
produced, and at a much lower 
cost 
than they siiow are paying for ordinary 
grades. 


" I f 
retailing could thus be concen­ 
trated In nn institution 
w i t h 
fruit 
stalls, vegetable stulls, moat stalls and 
so forth, and the people patronize it, 
they would then get their supplies of 
all kinds much cheaper than it is possi­ 
ble for them to buy them n o w . " 


Mr. Olson also immediately fell into 
line for Mr. Smith's retail market sug­ 
gestion. Ho said:

ize dealers of their oivu race.

are too ninny orientals handling fruits 
in this city.

In 
effect these newspapers are 
suspicious 
of Los Angeles city. 
The idea is ad­ 
vanced that the Joint Bureau of Ap­ 
praisal is influenced 
b y Los 
Angeles 
city, and that an attempt is is being 
made to boost the taxation of outlying 
cities in the county, so that the amount 
paid by these cities will come 
nearer 
to the higher rate of Los Angeles city, 
and will make it easier work through 
a possible consolidation w i t h Los An­ 
geles city* * 


This 
idea 
is entirely 
without 
sub­ 
stantiation, and a statement of refuta­ 
tion is necessary, although the news­ 
papers 
mentioned 
undoubtedly 
wrote 
the 
articles 
in good 
faith, 
believing 
that they were issuing a' genuine* warn­ 
ing 
to the property-holders 
in 
their 
districts. 


The Joint Bureau of Appraisal was 
created by ordinance adopted by the 
board of supervisors and tho city coun­ 
cil (Los AngoleB) to simplify tax as­ 
sessing 
methods 
throughout 
the 
city 
and county of Los Angeles. 
Modern 
analytic 
methods of 
realty 
valuation 
will .be used. The assistance and parti­ 
cipation of tax-payers will be extreme­ 
ly 
useful 
and is urgently 
requested. 
ThciT active co-opcration^with this bur­ 
eau will assure an equitable tax assess­ 
ment for 14*10. 


The facts are, that the appraisement 
now being 
carried on in the smaller 
cities end in the county territory 
is 
revealing 
just 
exactly 
what 
Assessor 
Hopkins believed it would reveal when 
he outlined the project before a meet­ 
ing of the Associated Chambers of Com­ 
merce of tho San Gnbriel 
valley, 
in 
session at Pueate. 
He said that mui^h 
of the property had been appraised at 
too high a value, some at too low a 
value. B y sending out deputy apprais­ 
ers through the county to work 
with 
committees of property-holders in the 
country districts and in the cities, it 
was thought by the Joint Bureau of 
Appraisal 
that a 
more 
equitable 
re­ 
valuation would be arrived at. Valua­ 
tions placed on property in California 
grow rapidly obsolete, owing to .fluctua­ 
tions. 


In some of the citrus districts, for 
instance, valuations in tho past 
have 
been 
too 
high, 
containing 
fictitious 
values based on sontimont and not on? 
crop'returns. 
Such 
property is boing 
revalued 
downward 
. Thero are small 
cities 
in 
Southern 
California 
whero 
city property is not worth as much aa 
it was five years ago, for various rea­ 
sons, generally localized. 
Cases can be 
cited whero city property purchased a 
number of years ago and since improv­ 
ed 
with 
street 
mncudnuv and 
street 
lighting 
(the 
cost - being 
assessed' 
against 
the property 
under the Vroo-j 
man act) is not worth the price cjri-1 
ginally paid for the property, although 
1 


these 
properties have 
been 
improved. 
This condition existp in certain 
small 
cities. 
The re-valuation, therefore, will 
discloso a cut in appraisement in theso 
cases. 
Such conditions necessitated tho 
calling in of responsible property-hold­ 
ers for the purpose of discussing these 
conditions, and this is - tho 
procedure 
being carried out by the deputies of 
the Joint Bureau of Appraisal all over 
the county.

The purpose of the Joint Bureau of 
Appraisal is therefore exactly opposite 
of what it is being criticised for, and 
even a cursory investigation will reveal 
this to be true. 
It is also a fact, of 
course, that Borne property in some sec­ 
tions of tho county and in cities, has 
advanced

valuation. 
When 
these 
facts are determined tho appraisement 
shows an advauco, and this may be 
true of some of tho property in South

Not only is this canvass of the Joint 
Bureau of Appraisal fur the pur(«u»» >>f 
placing equitable valuation on property 
but it has us jts motive the close co­ 
operation of property-holders with the 
assessing and appraising deputies, on 
a scale never before arrived at. 
Los 
Angeles 
county 
contain.! an 
immense 
area; it pays each year an enormous 
nmouui of tuxes, and expends an enor­ 
mous amount for the maintenance of 
its government and for 
improvement. 
Its business in money figures runs high­ 
er than some states in the union. 


With 
the exception 
of 
the 
places 


mentioned, there has n o t only been sat 
isfaction 
among property-holders who 
have been called i n consultation, but 
they h a v e expressed wonder that the 
plan had not been adopted before. The 
criticisms 
from 
South 
Pasadena 
and 
Alhambra specifically state that th^re 
is no intention of 
criticising 
County 
Assessor 
Hopkins 
and his office, but 
that there is a belief that Los Angeles 
city is attempting to " p u t one o v e r " 
oh the smaller cities. 
This contention 
does not find any basis in fact, aad 
when the matter has been 
thoroughly 
explained 
to these 
t w o 
communities, 
we are confident 
that such criticisms 
will cease. 


For the purpose of carrying out the 
work of reappraiscmept, the board^gf 
supervisors 
appropriated 
$40j000 
for 
the carrying^ on of the work outside of 
Los 
Angeles 
city in the county and 
smaller cities, and the county has ap 
propriated $20,000 for the"Vork of ap 
praising property in Los Angeles city. 
.To this $20,000, the city of Los Angeles 
added another $20,000, thus sharing in 
tho expense, as that city intends to use 
the figures compiled by ,the appraise 
ment as the basis for their own ap 
praisement. 
The $20,000 
appropriated 
by Los Angeles 
city 
has to do only 
with the work within its t i t y 
limits, 
and in no w a y has a n y bearing on the 
work elsewhere. 


Greatest Bumper Crop 
on American Lands 


Wheat Crop of 981,OO0,0'00 Bushels— 
Oats, 1,408,000,000—Corn, 2,986,000, 
000,000—Other Crops Increased in 
Proportion Over Last Year* 


Washington, Sept. 8.—Bumper crops 
this yenr, w i t h a half dozen new pro 
duction 
records, 
now 
seem 
assured 
Basing predictions on a canvass made 
September 1 by its thousands of agents 
throughout the United States, the de 
partment of agriculture 
issued 
fore­ 
casts today 
showing the prospects of 
practically all the principal farm pro 
ducts except potatoes and rice improv­ 
ed during August. 


The wheat crop is placed at 981,000, 
000 bushels, 
90,000,000 
more 
than 
is 
last year's record crop. 
W e t weather 
has damaged winter wheat and delayed 
threshing. 
In Kansas not more 
than 
half the crop has boen threshed. 


Additional inquiries b y crop report­ 
ers this month have resulted in the crop 
reporting board making no change in 
its August 
prediction of 059, 000,000 
bushels of winter -wheat. 


Conditions for the spring wheat crop 
havo been ideal lately and threshing 
discloses yoilds above the average and 
of excellent quality. 


As a result of the favorable 
condi­ 
tions the spring wheat production fore­ 
cast was increased 15,000,000 bushels 
to a total of 322,000,000 bushels. When 
the final canvass 
is made 
the entire 
wheat production probably will 
reach 
1,000,000,000 bushels. 


Corn production prospects increased 
(57,000,000 bushels during August,, the 
forecast now being 2,985,000,000 bush­ 


els. 
Although that exceeds last year's 
crop by more than 110,000,000 bushels, 
it falls 139,000,000 bushels short of the 
record crop of 1912. 


Oats may reach a record, the Sep­ 
tember 
forecast 
being 
1,408,000.000 
bushels, which is 207,000,000 more than 
was harvested last year but 10,000,000 
bushels below the record crop of 1912. 


The condition of white potatoes took 
a decided drop during August, result­ 
ing in a decrease of 25,000,000 bushels 
iu 
the estimates 
of 
production. 
Tho 
September forecast is 40(5,000,000 bush- 
olos, 14,000,000 below the 1912 record 
crop. 


Indications point to record crops of 
barley, 
rye, sweet 
potatoes, 
tobacco, 
rico, and hay. Tho apple aad 
peach 
crops are also far above the avorage in 
production.
